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Claus Flew for Good Cause

A New England lighthouse close call with lasting 
drama was not about a ship but instead about an airplane 
and its pilot playing Santa Claus. 

The incident happened in 1929 just before 
Christmas when pilot William Wincapaw, in spite of 
weather reports of an impending snowstorm, took 
off in his single-engine airplane over the rocky coast 
of Rockland, Maine. It wasn’t the first time a well- 
experienced Maine native chanced flying in heavy 
weather, but it would turn out to be nearly his last. 

Wincapaw soon knew he was in trouble with so 
much snow falling that he could not see out his window, 
and his instruments were not working properly. He soon 
was blown off course and was flying blind and almost 
out of fuel. At the last minute, he took a chance, dropping 
down below the clouds, hoping to break free of the 
inclement weather. 

That’s when an unexpected, but fortunate,

familiar lighthouse beam came shining through to him 
from a Castine lighthouse down below. Then five more 
lighthouses led him safely to his own airport in Rockland, 
Maine. A grateful Wincapaw took off again a few days 
later and dropped packages of cookies, coffee and a copy 
of an Old Farmer’s Almanac with a note of thanks for the 
beam that saved his life. These gifts became a Christmas 
tradition, and a coffee company loaned him a seaplane for 
the future. 

Some other businesses were contributing cash 
and gifts to support the picture of a flying Santa Claus, as 
in my illustration. Wincapaw went on to immortalize this 
holiday-saving image until, in 1936, he left for Bolivia to 
take on a new job of flying gold from the mines there. He 
was replaced by a writer and historian named Edward 
Roe Snow, who perfected a new method of tying several 
packages together to be caught in the air on the way 
down. 

Pilot Wincapaw and Snow both had heart

“I'd like to see a ... more thorough examination 
of the groundwater pollution that’s alleged instead of 
just sampling the water that’s in the bay,” said Board of 
Health member Albie Johnson, referencing the chain of 
events that leveraged the town into spending $13,000,000 : 
to clean up and re-line a lagoon at the Wastewater Upgrade Your Gas Heating System 
Treatment Plant. “It’s my understanding at the time they 
didn’t find any (nitrogen) around the lagoon.” 

He called the state’s plan “a little bit excessive.” 

Dr. John Howard, the Board of Health chairman, 
reported 32 denitrification septic systems in Marion. “I’m 
not sure how many are functioning,” he said, noting that 
14 have been built since Marion’s new denitrification 
septic regulation went into effect earlier this year. The

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Howard said the board has been monitoring the 
new systems and that they are doing well. A key element 
to that sustainability, says Dr. Ed Hoffer, a board member, 
is the homeowners’ accountability for testing and 
maintenance of the new systems. 

“This is ultimately a political process like 
everything else. ... We have to ask ... what is the most cost- 
effective and reasonable way to do it?” said Hoffer, openly 
considering how much nitrogen is generated from the 
Kittansett Club and/or how much from Great Hill Dairy 
Farm. “We need to go about this in a rational manner and 
not just take a dictate from DEP.” 

The problem with sweeping regulations, noted 
Hoffer, is that the new denitrification systems work 
“reasonably well for year-round dwellings; they work 
poorly for seasonal dwellings.” He said that new systems 
on seasonal properties may be less efficient than the 
systems they replace. 

Executive Assistant Donna Hemphill indicated 
that the town will send out an email and post the matter 
on town web and Facebook pages. 

Acknowledging a respectful disagreement with 
Interim Town Administrator Judy Mooney, Parker sought 
“a vote of confidence” to discuss a measure that would 
beef up health insurance benefits for town employees. 

He believes a stronger package would allow the town to 
maintain and attract more good employees. 

Select Board member Toby Burr offered support, 
adding that job turnover costs the town money in training 
and performance. Select Board member Norm Hills noted 
the ongoing budget process and said the matter requires 
some research and analysis. “I need to understand what 
I’m looking at here, too,” he said. 

The total annual cost of the benefits program is 
$128,102.88 for 64 employees, said Parker. Mooney said 
she is willing to research the matter further. 

In her Town Administrator’s Report, Mooney 
announced that Marion has received an additional 
$250,000 from the DEP for the Lagoon lining project, to 
which Select Board Chairman Randy Parker publicly 
thanked Representative William Straus. 

Mooney also announced that the state Seaport

That leaves the town $700,000 based on May 2022 cost 
estimates (Town Meeting.) Mooney said she hopes to 
meet with Tim Sawyer of architect Catalyst to discuss 
cost, noting that the design for the new harbormaster’s 
headquarters is not totally complete.

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water main that he and Hills agree is unusable. 

“I’ve seen the pictures of it, I’ve never seen 
anything so bad in my life,” said Hills, who said he has a 
report from the engineer on the process.

The board then appointed Town Administrator 
Glenn Cannon as the American Rescue Plan Act (ARPA) 
authorized signatory and Finance Director Suzanne 
Szyndlar as the town’s authorized ARPA preparer/ data 
entry representative. 

Cannon reported the new Personnel Board 
is already rewriting the town’s Personnel Bylaw and 
refining to which employee the Bylaw applies. The

Cannon then noted the Building Department’s 
online, e-permitting has been closed down. New Building 
Commissioner Paul Boucher only began on the job this 
week and does not know how to run the system. Paper 
permits must be used. This is compounded by the 
fact there is no staff in the department with the recent 
departure of Patrice Braz. “It will take about a month to 
get up to speed,” Cannon said. 

Hartley announced a person eligible to be 
awarded the town’s Boston Post Cane has been found. He 
said the award ceremony will be held at the Senior Center, 
most likely during a luncheon on the third or fourth 
Monday of January. The Boston Post Cane goes to the 
town’s oldest resident. 

Select Board member Paul Ciaburri announced 
Eversource has told him a four to six-hour rolling 
blackout is being planned for Rochester sometime next 
year. It is an effort to conserve the utility’s gas supplies. 

Hartley countered this with good news that the 
town has entered into an Electrical Aggregate Agreement 
contract that will offer residents a less-expensive, per- 
kilowatt rate for electricity than Eversource offers most 
utility customers. Town residents would automatically be 
billed under this lower rate; they would have to opt out to 
not share that rate. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Select Board 
was not scheduled as of adjournment. 


State Septic Plan Causing Concern 
Mattapoisett Select Board

Coming before the Mattapoisett Select Board on 
December 20 was Board of Health Chairman Carmelo 
Nicolosi and Board of Health Agent Gail Joseph to discuss 
pending Massachusetts Department of Environmental 
Protection regulations for limiting nitrogen in watershed 
areas. 

The DEP plans to implement new regulations 
for nitrogen-sensitive areas as early as January 2023 that 
would compel impacted cities and towns to either seek 
a town-wide permit that demonstrates improvement in 
the leaching of nitrogen into watershed areas or require 
property owners to upgrade their private septic systems 
to install denitrification technology at an estimated 
$50,000 per household. 

“Right now, the DEP is focusing on the Cape,” 
said Nicolosi. But he noted that they will look at the 
Aucoot area in Mattapoisett and the waters off the state 
reservation Nasketucket. He said that if the town does 
nothing, everyone in an identified (nitrogen-sensitive) 
area will have to upgrade their private systems. If the 
town seeks a watershed permit, it will have five years to 
demonstrate improvements. The permit remains in place 
for up to 20 years. 
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Select Board member Jordan Collyer called the 
plan, “half baked.” Water and Sewer Superintendent 
Henri Renauld said that there are only two denitrification 
systems on the market currently, while also commenting 
that presently, groundwater samples have low nitrogen 
levels. Collyer said the state did not provide sufficient 
information or guidance in the matter, but that it was 
important to send a letter to the state expressing questions 
and concerns. 

Nicolosi thought testing of potential areas of 
concern should be done by the town now and that the 
Board of Health would be seeking grants to conduct such 
research. He further impressed upon the Select Board the 
importance of filing for a watershed permit. 

Town Administrator Mike Lorenco said that the 
DEP would be holding four information sessions remotely 
so the public could ask questions and get information 
directly from the agency. The sessions will be held on 
January 17, 18, 24 and 25 at 6:00 pm. Zoom details are 
available on the town’s website, mattapoisett.net, he said. 

In the category of good news, Collyer said 
that the Massachusetts Department of Transportation 
has agreed to assume financial responsibility for the 
installation of planking on Phase 1b of the Bike Path 
for the next 20 years. “We'll be responsible for general 
maintenance,” he stated, but the bigger concern, defective 
planking which has been resolved by the state, remains 
the state’s issue to deal with in the future, should 
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more problems arise with the replacement materials. A 
Memorandum of Understanding will be issued to solidify 
the agreement, he said. 

Earlier in the meeting, the Select Board approved 
the use of ARPA funds for various infrastructural needs, 
including $250,000 for the purchase of new water meters, 
$43,600 for town-wide new, telecommunication radio 
equipment and $98,280 for a radio replacement and 
enhancements for the Fire Department. 

Lorenco noted that the manner in which 
ARPA funding is used is very specific and that these 
expenditures are not coming from the taxpayer. Lorenco 
also announced that the Fire Department has received 
a grant in the amount of $15,500 for hose replacements,

He said that 
swallows are a species in decline and are beneficial to 
humans -— they eat mosquitos, which can carry the EEE 
virus.

CIPC Chewing over Holidays 
Marion Capital Improvements Planning Committee

The Marion Capital Improvements Planning 
Committee has much to digest after meeting recently 
with several town department heads to hear their capital 
requests for Fiscal Year 2024, along with 10-year needs- 
based projections. 

Most recently, the Department of Public Works 
went before the CIPC on December 8 and the Facilities 
Department on December 15. 

In order of Sewer Department priority, the 
DPW has requested over $1,000 over the next two fiscal 
years under Sewer regulatory compliance for the Water 
Pollution Control Facility (WPCF.) 

Because Marion’s renewal application for 
its National Pollutant Discharge Elimination System 
(NPDES) was met with news that the Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA) is considering adding Marion 
to its Small General Permit, DPW considers it prudent 
to request funding to address potential unknowns in the 
amount of $150,000 for FY24 and $875,000 for FY25. 

The DPW has also requested $100,000 for FY24 
and $800,000 for FY25 to design higher priority repairs, 
focusing on concrete maintenance. 

The I/I Removal Program will cost $200,000 per 
year for the next 10 years. 

Other Sewer Department requests: $35,000 in 
FY24 and $35,000 in FY30 for work on the supervisory 
control and data program, $135,000 in FY24 to replace the 
sewer jetter machine; $50,000 in FY24 for evaluation of the 
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Silvershell Pumping Station, $25,000 each of the next four 
fiscal years for the town’s older force-main evaluations 
and $50,000 in FY24 and $52,000 in FY28 for the Bio-Filter 
(odor control) system. 

FY24 Sewer requests totaled $740,000, FY25 
requests totaled $4,125,000, FY26 $2,680,000. Covered in 
FY24 by ARPA, Front Street station and force main will 
cost $1,750,000 in FY25. 

The Water Department's top priority is the state- 
required Lead Service Line Inventory at $75,000, due 
October 2024 and included as a capital request for FY24. 

In addition to $287,000 for FY24 requests 
including (Priority 2) the Creek Road Water Main 
($122,000), followed by (Priority 3) the replacement 
of a F350 4x4 truck with a plow ($90,000), main pipes 
dominate the Water Department’s 10-year plan: Wareham 
Street (Route 6) at $2,700,000 (FY25); Point and Delano 
at $2,900,000, Cottage Street at $350,000 and Pitcher 
Street at $370,000 (FY26); Point Road (south to Kittansett) 
at $140,000 (FY27); Point Road (south to Kittansett) at 
$2,300,000 and Point Road north (cleaning and lining) at 
$60,000 (FY28); Point Road north (cleaning and lining) at 
$1,500,000 (FY29); Stoney Run, Dexter Road, Cove Street, 
2nd Street at $50,000 (FY30) and $800,000 (FY31); and 
Parallel Water Main Transfer (Delano, Ichabod, Rezendes, 
Fraser, Sippican and Point) at $25,000 (FY31) and $250,000 
(FY32.) 

The aforementioned truck comes up again in 
FY27 ($90,000) and FY30 ($100,000.) While requests are 
official for FY24, the amounts and precise timing over 
the 10-year plan are presented as placeholders and can 
change over time. 

For FY24, the Highway Department requested 
anew CAT Skid Steer at $125,000, an asphalt hot-box 
reclaimer (pot-hole filler) at $25,000 and drainage 
infrastructure on Crossfront Road at $111,600 in FY24. 

Along with the $261,600 requested for FY24, the 
Highway Department’s 10-year plan calls for Switch-and- 
Go trucks at the cost of $130,000 (FY25), $145,000 (FY27) 
and $155,000 (FY32.) 

The Facilities Department's requests for FY24 are 
relatively light: $197,000 for window restoration at Taber 
Library, $125,000 to install insulation at Fire Station No. 

1 and $23,000 for window replacements at the Cushing 
Community Center. 

Facilities’ 10-year plan is seeking $1,500,000 in 
FY25 and a $1,700,000 placeholder ($3,200,000 total) for 
complete Town House renovations. 

Also sought for FY25: $175,000 toward the 
community center’s new roof, $40,000 to construct a 
restroom at Fire Station No. 1 and $20,000 for siding and 
trim at the library /museum. 

For FY26, $20,000 has been requested for a 
condenser deck, siding on the east side and R22 to 410A 
refrigeration. An $80,000 request for FY 28 would address 
the community center’s need for a generator. A $500,000 
request for FY31 would put a new roof and flashing on 
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the main building at the Wastewater Treatment Plant and 
$30,000 for exterior paint on the library / museum. Fire 
Station No. 2 would use $80,000 (FY33) for siding, paint 
and trim, and a $100,000 placeholder was added for a 
family bathroom at the community center. 

Once the CIPC members have had ample 
opportunity to digest each department’s requests, the 
membership will reconvene to discuss and possibly 
review certain requests with department heads. The 
lengthy process will ultimately produce recommendations 
for the consumption of the Finance Committee and the 
Select Board.

Developer Receives Partial Surety Return 
Mattapoisett Planning Board

Coming before the Mattapoisett Planning Board 
on December 19 was Christos Kulipoulos of The Preserve 
at Bay Club, the developer of the Split Rock neighborhood 
within the Bay Club subdivision. Kulipoulos sought the 
return of a $125,000 roadway surety being held by the 
town. 

Kulipoulos stated to the board that the roadway 
work is done, complete, that the contractor has been paid 
for the roadway and therefore the contract with the town 
is complete with the exception of two items. 

Board member Nathan Ketchel inquired what 
was incomplete. Kulipoulos responded that manholes 
needed to be cleaned for an estimated cost of $1,000 each 
and that removal of erosion controls in the form of silk 
fences needed to take place. The board agreed that a sum 
of $25,000 should be held back until the unfinished work 
is completed. They further agreed to return $100,000 at 
this time. 

Also coming before the board was Andrew 
Stackpole of Field Engineering, representing the Bay Club 
in an informal discussion for the construction of 12 duplex 
units at the site that originally was to have been for the 
construction of a conference center. 

The new plan, which received a Variance from 
the Zoning Board of Appeals on December 15, calls for 
the construction of 12 zero-lot-line, residential townhouse 
homes, each with two bedrooms and a loft space. 
Stackpole referred to the plan as “cluster housing” with 
45 feet of frontage. A formal filing will be submitted 
at a future date, including all necessary stormwater 
calculations and system designs. 

Dave Andrews of Bay Club Realty also came 
before the board to request an extension of the completion 
of roadway work on White Pine Lane. He explained that 
an anticipated completion in 2022 became impossible due 
to dropping temperatures. The date was extended until 
June 30, 2023. 
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Continued until February 6 is the Site Plan 
Review for a planned solar array to be located at 
156 Acushnet Road. A letter from the firm Outback 
Engineering noted that state approvals were still pending. > 

In other matters, the board agreed that Ketchel - 
would represent the board on the newly created Holy 
Ghost Grounds Use committee. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Planning 
Board is scheduled for Monday, February 6, at 7:00 pm.

In a follow-up, Andrews said that the homeowners will 
own specific outdoor spaces on their side of the overall 
structure. An internet explanation of the term “fee Ri 
simple” states, “fee simple is a legal term that means ie ing 
full irrevocable ownership of land, and any buildings on : ey a in the 
that land,” (the same as a single-family home). It goes es 
on to state, “it means the land is owned outright without New Year! 
any limitation or restrictions other than local zoning 
ordinances.” 
The original submitted and permitted use of the 
parcel in question was for the construction of a conference 
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center. As the years have gone by, the desire and need for 
such a structure has been deemed much less useful than 
more housing units. Board member Colby Rottler thought 
housing was indicated as much needed and has been 
a topic of the Master Plan Committee. That prompted 
Chairman Susan Akin to say, “But I don’t think they’1l 
be affordable.” The board members were unanimous in 
approving the request. 

The other filing was from Thaddeus and Ann 
Yukna, 25 Silver Shell Avenue, for the construction of a 
new deck with zero setbacks. The request was viewed as 
in keeping with previous requests from the neighborhood 
and was unanimously granted a Special Permit. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Zoning 
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Board of Appeals was not scheduled upon adjournment. 


Long Wharf Renovations Discussed 
Mattapoisett Marine Advisory Board

December 20 found members of the Mattapoisett 
Select Board and the Marine Advisory Board sitting down 
to hash out next steps in the long-anticipated repairs and 
improvements for Long Wharf. But the process of making 
critical plans to a wharf located in the heart of the historic 
village is still in the early stages. Design and construction 
methods and materials have yet to be chosen. 

The problem of making decisions on a 200-year- 
old structure boils down to this: No one knows what lies 
below the water’s surface, as in what is supporting the 
structure. Is it ledge or some other material. 

Andrew Nilson of Childs Engineering, the town’s 
consultant, said that in the absence of data, it is difficult 
to put a price tag on construction and that coupled with 
contractors’ lack of interest in the job makes presenting 
solid figures to the town difficult at best. Cost estimates 
have ranged from $8,000,000 to $12,000,000 or more. 

Materials have also been a source of confusion. 
Nilson said that plans include reuse of existing stones but 
that it is difficult to estimate how much new stone might 
have to be secured. He said plans also included the use of 
flowable fill to fill in cracks and concrete blocks. 

Details of the work that were previously reported 
by Childs’ study produced four options. Option one, 
costing $4,700,000, would consist of precast concrete 
with steel reinforcing modular block and would be used 
to encapsulate the existing wharf. Option two would 
include using reinforced concrete wall installed in front 
of the existing wharf blocks to act as a retaining wall that 
would support the wharf and lock all blocks in place. 

The third option would use a steel sheet-pile wall. Childs 
noted in the report, “the advantage of this option is that 

it is typically more cost effective; the installation is less 
time consuming; however, it also has the least-natural 
appearance.” The fourth option would combine the use of 
concrete blocks and granite. 

During their September 29 meeting, the MAB 
discussed the options again while the members awaited 
word from the Select Board as to the acceptability of a 
hybrid combination of construction styles that would 
give a more appealing outward appearance, employing 
concrete and granite blocks. 

Harbormaster Jamie MacIntosh reminded the 
group that Childs had also recommended preparing for 
sea-level rise in the coming years by constructing the 
wharf in a manner that it could be heightened at a later 
date. This combination conceptual plan, which as yet 
has not been fully scripted by Childs, has an estimated 
$10,700,000 price tag, Chairman Carlos DeSousa stated. 

After an hour of discussion, the Select Board 
concluded that Childs should give cost estimates for test 
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borings, soil testing and angle probing to establish the 
current condition of the structure and the materials lying 
below the surface. 

“There’s so much we don’t know,” stated Select 
Board member Jordan Collyer. The uncertainty makes 
decision making difficult at best, the board agreed. 

There was also considerable discussion on the 
topic of sea-level rise and the possible need to take that 
into consideration when planning the wharf-construction 
work. Nilson said that most waterside projects are 
planning for water-level rise but only for the next 30 years 
or about 4 feet. “If we raise the height of the wharf now, 
does that change its functionality?” he asked. Nilson did 
think renovations should include the ability to add to the 
height in the future. 

“Until we get into it, we aren’t going to know 
what we've got,” said Select Board Chairman Tyler 
Macallister, who went on to say the town should 
begin without knowing everything and plan for many 
contingencies. “We have to bite the bullet.” 

It was agreed that Nilson will establish a testing 
protocol by mid-January, and then the two boards (MAB 
and the Select Board) will take the matter up for further 
exploration into what can be done and at what price.

Advisory Board was not set at adjournment. 


Complication in Collaborative 
Marion Board of Health

An addendum to the Memorandum of 
Understanding of the South Coast Public Health 
Collaborative did not sit well with Marion Board of 
Health member Dr. Ed Hoffer, who articulated his concern 
during the board’s December 15 public meeting. 

Hoffer said the collaborative was meant to be 
based on a temporary, nonbenefitted position. 

“And here we are saying that Westport can, in 
fact, provide people, then all of their benefits are paid out 
of the grant. It really takes away money from the grant as 
originally proposed,” he explained. 

Health Director / Nurse Lori Desmarais said 
that she was told at a meeting the day before the Marion 
Board of Health met that the people getting hired for 
the collaborative were not receiving benefits and that 
the position was to be divided up among two part-time 
people. 

Dr. John Howard, the board chair, suggested 
Marion send written notice of opposition to the 
agreement, after which Desmarais would set up a meeting 
to discuss the matter. 

In providing the Health Agent update, Desmarais 
distributed information to the board members on septic 
testing on denitrification systems installed since Marion 
enacted its requirement for the technology on all septic 
upgrades. Desmarais told the board she will now be able 
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to stay up to date on results. 

A December 2 visit to 464 Front Street brought 
back news that repairs have been completed. 

In her Health Director update, Desmarais told the 
board there have been 13 reported COVID-19 cases and 
16 flu, most of the flu cases being children. The flu vaccine 
remains available to Marion residents at the Cushing 
Community Center. 

Howard called the state-proposed amendments 
to Title 5 septic regulations “a big deal.” MassDEP plans 
to identify nitrogen-sensitive areas in the state and 
intends to require septic upgrades to add denitrification 
technology. 

Marion added its own regulation earlier this year 
requiring all new installations and upgrades to include 
denitrification technology. 

Board member Albie Johnson said the state 
is using a “sue and settle” tactic reminiscent of the 
$13,000,000 he says Marion was unjustly charged in order 
to clean up the lagoon at the Wastewater Treatment Plant 
because, as he asserts, no nitrogen was found at the site. 

In referencing the many who walk their dogs 
along Point and Converse roads without sidewalks and in 
minimal lighting to dress brightly, Hoffer encouraged the 
public to “be seen and safe.” 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of Health is 
scheduled for Wednesday, January 4, at 6:00 pm. 


Golf Team Recognized; Students to Travel 
ORR School Committee

The December 14 meeting of the Old Rochester 
Regional School Committee meeting kicked off with a 
celebration, recognizing the ORR golf team that finished 
its 2022 fall season as MIAA Division 2 state champions. 

The players were recognized in alphabetical 
order: Chase Almeida, Gabe DeBlois, Sawyer Fox, Logan 
Franco, Connor Galligan, John Higgins, Jake Iappini, 
Peter le Gassick, Philip le Gassick, Riley Karo, Finn 
Kavanaugh, Alec Marsden, Brady Mills, Zach Mourao, 
Markus Pierre, Jack Soutter and Braden Yeomans. Also 
recognized were Head Coach Chris Cabe and Assistant 
Coach Dr. Erich Carroll. 

With other commitments, including conflicting 
winter sports, not all team members were able to attend 
the meeting, but those who did received congratulatory 
certificates signed by the school committee. Cabe, 
who was not present, was also acknowledged for his 
recognition as 2022-23 MIAA Golf Coach of the Year 
by The Boston Globe, a school-first, according to ORR 
Principal Mike Devoll. 

After a resounding celebration of the team’s skill, 
the committee settled into other business, including a 
review of the MCAS scores for the various grades and 
subjects. Overall, while there continues to be difficulty 
making up for the “learning loss” due to the ongoing 
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pandemic, it was reported that ORR is in “a really good 
place” with regards to learning percentiles and milestones 
as compared to statewide averages. 

Director of Guidance (Grades 7-12) Lauren 
Millette delivered an in-depth presentation on Project 
351’s “Playbook Initiative.” 

“Project 351 is all about having the belief that 
young people are remarkable and that they have within 
them the tools and the vision and the desire to build 
an inclusive and united global community,” Millette 
explained. “The Playbook Initiative itself seeks to leverage 
the power of sport and more specifically, the appeal of the 
Boston Celtics to engage middle schoolers in equity work 
and (promote) a sense of belonging for all.” 

Project 351 is, according to its website, “an 
independent, nonprofit organization that builds a 
movement of youth-led service by engaging an unsung 
hero from each of Massachusetts’ 351 cities and towns.” 
The Playbook Initiative continues to use sports- 
centered language during workshops; the students 
were introduced to the concept as preparing for “game 
situations.” 

“It is the collective hope of the Playbook Initiative 
and of the authors that by studying the playbook, either 
individually or in small groups, that students will be 
equipped with safe and effective ways to intervene when 
they notice inequities or behaviors that go against a sense 
of belonging for all students.”

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Assistant Superintendent of Teaching and 
Learning Shari Fedorowicz recognized Millette’s work 
and that of two students, Jamison Gunschel and Sara 
Kroll, who spent a Saturday learning about the program. 

The ORR School Committee took several votes 
during the meeting. 

The committee voted to approve the California 
Exchange program, which will allow students from the 
Tri-Towns to swap places with students from another 
state to broaden their worldview and learn how other 
places and schools are run. The latest round would take 
place February 16-20 and March 8-13 with Rio Vista High 
School, just outside of San Francisco. 

The committee voted to approve the upcoming 
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2024 international field trip. The plan is for approximately 
30 ORR students in Grades 7 and 8 to make an 11-day 
tour of notable European historical sites, including those 
in London, Amsterdam and Krakow. Stops will include 
the Anne Frank Museum, Auschwitz and Bletchley Park, 
as well as participation in local cultural traditions like 
pierogi making. 

Three Ski Club day trips were also approved for 
three Saturdays, January 28, February 11 and March 4. 
The club, including 50 students, would be traveling with a 
minimum of five chaperones, will visit Cannon Mountain 
in Franconia, New Hampshire at a cost of $130 per skier. 

ORR’s Science Olympiad team was approved to 
make three trips for competitions. The team, comprised of 
five students interested in STEM, will visit Yale University 
on February 4 and UMass Amherst on February 18. 
ORR will compete in timed tests, group lab activities 
and engineering and building events around anatomy, 
forestry, cell biology, astrophysics, coding and forensics. 
The Massachusetts Science Olympiad state tournament 
will be held on March 4 at Wentworth Institute of 
Technology. 

The committee voted to accept a donation of 
office supplies from Lockheed Martin, along with a 
donation from the Mattapoisett Land Trust that will 
benefit ORR’s Bulldog Brew transition students and the 
donation by the Class of 1970 of a Japanese maple tree. 

Given recent public debate over particular 
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books on the shelves of ORR District school libraries, the 
committee was asked to consider drafting a letter on the 
topic of library resources and materials, as well as current 
school and district policies on what materials to include. 

“Although these documents are already available 
publicly, it may be helpful for this committee to state its 
position as one voice on this topic by drafting a statement 
spreading current policies and procedures,” read 
committee Chairperson Michelle Smith from the motion. 

The majority votes had it, and the committee 
agreed to draft a letter that would then be approved by 
the committee before sharing publicly. 

During the Open Comment section of the 
meeting, two community members voiced complaints 
about the types of books that have been screened and 
approved for use in the school library, despite continued 
assurances from administration and educators that the 
selections of books available to students is managed and 
maintained by experts in the library field. 

David Pierre Jr., 39 Aucoot Road in Mattapoisett, 
spoke in opposition of the exposure of the book, “Gender 
Queer,” to ORR students. Pierre said he has been a teacher 
for 20 years, teaches middle school now in New Bedford 
and has a freshman son at ORR. He said he read the book 
from cover to cover and called its exposure to students 
insulting, degrading and demeaning, “no matter what 
their (sexual) orientation is.” 

A second citizen addressed the meeting, asking 
how books will be reviewed and vetted for school 
libraries and what opportunity residents will have to 
participate in discussion over sexually explicit content. 

Rochester School Committee member Anne 
Fernandes briefly spoke to bring attention to another 
book, the story that she considers “worthwhile” but 
containing verbally graphic content she described as 
“horrific” and inappropriate for students through age 15. 

The next meeting of the Joint School Committee 
is scheduled for Thursday, January 19, and the next 
meeting of the ORR School Committee is scheduled for 
Wednesday, January 25. Both meetings start at 6:30 pm 
and are held in the ORR Junior High Media Room, also 
accessible live via Zoom.

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To the Editor; 

Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals Clarification. 
Based on some recent postings, it is clear that there is 
a misunderstanding of the role of the Zoning Board 
of Appeals (ZBA.) The ZBA is made up of un-paid 
individuals appointed by the Select Board. The current 
members of the ZBA are all professionals including 
engineers and attorneys. 

The ZBA is allowed to offer relief from the 
town’s zoning bylaws in the form of Special Permits and 
Variances provided these reliefs do not violate state laws. 
The ZBA is required to make sure certain conditions 


are met before any relief can be considered. It is up to 
applicant to make the case. Hearings are public with 
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all parties given an opportunity to speak in favor or 
against a petition. The ZBA may include stipulations in 
a decision to address specific concerns. In other matters, 
the ZBA will hold public hearings if a party disagrees 
with decisions made by the Zoning Enforcement Office 
(Building Inspector) or the Planning Board. 

The ZBA does not, and can not, enforce zoning 
by-laws or decisions made by the ZBA. This would 
be a conflict of interest. The Zoning Enforcement 
Officer can enforce by-laws independent of complaints 
from individuals. Individuals that want the Zoning 
Enforcement Officer to look into possible zoning 
violations must submit a signed letter outlining what is 
believed to be the violation. The Zoning Enforcement 
Office is required to report findings in writing. Again, if 
any party disagrees with these findings, they can file an 
appeal with the ZBA and a public hearing will be held. 

There are some variations in the way zoning 
enforcement and a ZBA may operate from town to town, 
but the essentials are the same. Rochester’s Building 
Department is presently in transition with new personnel, 
but will work to provide guidance to those with 
questions.

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The Banshees of Inisherin. Starring Colin Farrell and 
Brendan Gleeson. Directed by Martin McDonagh. 
Running time: 114 minutes. MPAA rating: R. Now 
playing in theaters and on HBO Max. 

The writer-director Martin McDonagh is now 
four for four in my book with The Banshees of Inisherin, 
a melancholy Irish piece about loneliness, grievances, 
and other depressing things. Take the kids and make 
it a Christmas outing! But the movie is not nearly 
as hopelessly grim as it may sound. There are the 
lovely landscapes (Inishmore and Achill Island stand 
in for the fictional Inisherin, an isle off the coast of 
Ireland), the rich-flavored music by Carter Burwell, 
and the strong performances by Colin Farrell, Brendan 
Gleeson, Kerry Condon, and others in the small cast. 
The narrative may be a downer, but the work offers 
pleasure. 

The conflict seems simple. Every day at 2pm, 
Padraic (Farrell) meets Colm (Gleeson) at the latter’s 
house, and they head off to the pub. Except that Colm 
has decided he’s not up for that anymore. “I just don’t 
like you no more,” he informs Padraic, without any 
particular malice. What he doesn’t like no more, we 
come to gather, has more to do with what Padraic 
represents — sitting around with pints, gabbing 
about nothing, killing the decreasing hours Colm has 
left. Colm plays the fiddle, composes songs for it, 
and would like to leave some sort of legacy to mark 
his having been here other than being an amiable 
sounding board for an increasingly drunk Padraic. 
Colm raises the stakes: if Padraic doesn’t leave Colm 
alone, Colm will take his sheep shears to his own 
fingers, one by one. 

Some will read resonances with the Troubles in 
these two men’s troubles — the film unfolds in 1923, 
and the cannonfire and rifle cracks of Ireland’s Civil 
War carry across the water to Inisherin — but at one 
point I saw the struggle here as commentary on how 
artists often feel the need to stand apart, hunker down 
in solitude and write their songs (or their screenplays), 
to the chagrin of their social mates — without 
whom the artist would have less human material as 
inspiration. Honestly, though, there are too many 
elements floating around in the narrative to allow us

to lock it down to one meaning. For example, Padraic’s 
sister Siobhan (Condon) is a sane female presence in 
this largely male ensemble, calling out foolishness 
whenever necessary, but Condon scrapes the barnacles 
of cliché from the character. In general, the actors here 
burst the barriers of possible stereotype; Farrell and 
Gleeson invest the blinkered men with layers of feeling, 
so that we never doubt their actions however wild they 
get. 

Padraic just can’t leave Colm alone, like a sore 
tooth he can’t stop tonguing. He wants to return again 
and again to the source of his rejection. Maybe he 
doesn’t take Colm’s threats seriously enough to respect 
his wishes. (If the men were in present-day America, 
all Padraic would have to do is call 988 on Colm and 
the movie would be over in five minutes.) Colm just 
wants to be left alone, although the priest he visits 
for confession asks after Colm’s “despair” a couple of 
times. We start to feel that, despite its pictorial beauty, 
the place itself has as much to do with this intractable 
duel of wills as anything else. People are isolated, cut 
off from where the action (and work) is. They see the 
same people every day, do and say the same things 
every day, thirsty for any scrap of scandalous news to 
introduce some static into the low hum of Inisherin’s 
energy. 

The Banshees of Inisherin is not a neat work, not 
an easy thing to resolve one’s feelings about (and will 
not, as I said, reward efforts to wrestle it to the deck 
and pin an interpretation on it). It’s sad, it’s sardonic, 
it’s insightful on the subject of toxic masculinity and 
how it causes and is caused by the soul-death of 
depression. The women either keep an eye out for the 
next departing boat or stay and morph into mordant 
crones. Men like Padraic and Colm needed to leave a 
long time ago, but they settled into their surroundings 
and their usual hang-outs, and they’re spiritually as 
well as geographically stuck. We don’t know how their 
story ends, because neither do they.
